Atlantie Cable] The Slovo this 
morning published a remarkably 
sentational interview, @illed with the 
gloomiest forebodings, with M. Witte, 
president of the Committee of Min- 
isters. The Russian statesman's name 


is not mentioned, but the veil of 
his identity can be pierced by the 
veriest tyro. He evidently spoke 


with the profound conviction that tne 
affairs of state are going from bad to 
worse under the personal frritation pro- 
duced by the intrigues which compel 
him to sit idle during the resent 
crisis. Every word was black with 
pessimism. The statesman made it 
clear that Foreign Minister Lamsdorft, 
for one, opposes his having anything to 
do with the peace negotiations. 

Asked concerning the report that he 
is going abroad, charged with a mis- 
sion in regard to the negotiations for 

ace, M. Witte replied, his words be- 
ing given literally, as they contain 
much hidden meaning: 

“No. I certainly will not go on such 
a mission, for three reasons. The last 
of them is that I shall do everything to 
avoid it. Even if the rumor of Lanr- 
Corts resignation is true, which I in- 
sist is not the case, the main situation 
would not be changed and the first and 
third rearons would hold for me. 

“Nathing that Russia has gone 


through is surprising. I gave warning 
in due time that only matchwood of 
Rojfestvensky's equadron would reach 
Viadivostok.

“I will say more: Even now, I cannot 
observe a definite desire to change the 
direction of the current.

“As for peace, Japan will not even 
be willing to discuss a basis which 
would not assure peace for at least 
fifty years.

It ik necessary to speak with some 
reserve in dealing with the critical 
probiems which are putting the sever- 
est test on diplomacy that it was ever 
called upon to meet. Certain bald facts 
may be stated without equivocation. 

When Deicaesé resigned the portfolio 
of the Foreign Office Germany and 
France were on the verge of Del- 
ces thought Germany was uffing. 
Prime Minister Rouvier, remembecing 
1870, believed otherwise. Germany had 
been for some weeks strengthening her

The Kaiser, ignoring his own provo- 
cation, notjfied France that if she did 
not cease this military movement Ger- 
many would consider it an unfriendly 
act. This, of course, was equivalent to 
an ultimatum, and Rouvier sent a con- 
ciliatory reply. 

Within a few hours after Delcassé's 
retirement, HRouvier made certain rep- 
resentations to Russia, which bad a far 
greater influence upon the Czar's pres- 
ent course than even the Roosevelt 
note. Delcaseé had done everything in 
his power to support the Russian pol-

refrained from pressing advice, peace- 
ful or otherwise, upon the Cars gov- 
Rouvier said to Russia. in et- 
fect that the vital interests of France 
required the Czar to do something, un- 
der the terms of alliance, for her pro- 
tection againgt German aggression. It 
was imperative that Russia restore her 
military strength on her western fron- 
tier and be prepared to take an active 
part in a campaign if France were at- 
tacked. He went so far as to intimate 
that unless Russia promptly assumed 
some of her duties as an ally, France 
would be unable to see the advantage 
of a continuation of the alliance, which 
thus far had been wholly one-sided. In 
a word, he strongly advised the Czar to 
make peace immediately and to give 
attention to the grave crisis in Europe. 

This plain speaking and additional 
Nght which was thrown upon Ger- 
man's plans for taking advantage of 
the present situation made a consider- 
able change in the Czar’s views of 
Emperor William's earlier advance to 
press on the wer. He has yielded to 
French representations to an extent 
the world already knows. 

He does not recognize the necessity 
for seeking peace so far as Russia her- 
self is concerned. He certainly will not 
accept terms which the rest of the 
world would regard as reasonable. He 
is still under the influence of those of 
his entourage who favor the indefi- 
nite prolongation of hostilities, but 
one is another important influence at 
work.

The re- 
serves had a hard time to clear away 
the crowd, but the cries of the police 
and the crowds showed that the bees 
were still doing business at last ac- 
counts.

That fact accounts for the trouble ex- 
perienced by genuine merchants and 
travelers, except when they arrive at 
United States ports. Thus far, no fea- 
sible plan has been worked out to rem- 
edy the trouble of which the Chinese 
complain.

ROADBED OF GOLD, 

The Southern Pacific Company is bal- 
lasting-its new tracks through this city 
with rich gold ore. The directors of 
this big corporation are not probably 
aware of the wealth tat is daily be- 
ing dumped off from its cars and used 
as a filling tn betwéen the ties and in 
low places on both sides of the tracks. 

For several months the company has 
had a big steam shovel at work. cut- 
ting down a side hil] near Rincon, 
about twenty miles south of this city. 
The dirt is loaded onto flat cars and 
hauled into town. ‘Three or four train- 
loads are brought in daily and unloaded 
by means of a large plow, which is 
pulled from one end of the train to the 
other by afi engine. It is then leveled

of dirt has been brought into the city 
by this means.

GORE CANYON CONTEST. 
“DENVER, June 14—A. I. Féllows, 
State Engineer of North Dakota, and 
formerly in charge of the United States 
Reclamation Service in this city, to- 
day made an affidavit concerning the 
Gore C which is being coniested 
for bythe Denver.

Soon after his 
arrival in the western city, however, 
de became jibrarian of the Athenaeum, 
a stock corporation library which was 
later merged Into the Minneapolis Pub- 
lic Library. Mr. Putnam's creation. He 
served there as iibrarian for a period of 
seven years and then went to Boston 
to take charge of ite magnificent new 
public library on Copley Square which, 
up to the time the Congressional I- 
brary wae vuflt in Washington, was fa- 
mous as the most beautiful library 
building in the world, He has been 
librarian of Congress since 1899. 
In personal bearing this man of many 
honors le thoroughly courteous and af- 
fable. The President of the University 
of Minneapolis sald of him: “He is 
familiar with books and he knows how 
to help people who want to study a sub- 
ject and do not know what books they 
want. He knows how to organize a 
brary. He is pleasantly master and yet 
guide and helper to his assistants. He 
is catholic in his spirit and tastes. He 
is, in brief, a model librarian.” 
Mr. Putnam is the author of various 
articles in magazines and periodicals 
and in professiona! journals. He will 
address the Library Association at its 
coming session in Portland in “The II- 
brary of Congress, what it stands for as 
our National Library.”

The ks we lend are of course only 
those calculated to advance the boun- 
daries of knowledge to quote from our 
rules. In other words our desire is to 
aii institutions that are aiding indi- 
viduals.

Herbert Putnam is a Harvard gradu- 
ate and already holds degrees enough 
to turn the head of a less modest und 
well-balanced man. No less than three 
universities have conferred the title of 
L.L.D. upon him in the past two years 
_the Universities of Columbia and 11 
inois in 1903 ahd last year the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. Before that. In 1898, 
Rowdoin College had honored him with 
the degree of Litt. D. Probably Mr. 
Putnam has been sent as 4 delegate to 
more library and literary gatherings 
than any man in the world.

PENDING AN INQUIRY. 


Suspension Attributed to Wrath of 
Former Superintendent Alien, Who 
Had Troubles in Connection With 
Land Fraude—Forestry Bureau In- 
spector in Charge of Station. 


Forest Supervisor Everett B. Thon 
of Los Angeles, whose jurisdiction ex- 
tended over the San Gabriel and San 
Bernardino forest reserves, has been 
suspended pending the investigation of 
certain charges that have been made 
with reference to his administration of 
the office. 

Mr. Thomas now is in Washington, 
where it is reported that he will Le 
given a hearing by Chief Forester Gif- 
ford Pinchot and other government o 
clals. 

The local office of the supervisor is in 
charge of R. H. Chariton of Washing- 
ton, D. C., an inspector who was sent 
to Los Angeles several weeks ago by 
the Forestry Bureau. 

Chariton has been in Los Angeles 
several weeks. He took the office about 
ten days ago, just after Thomas had 
left the city on a leave of absence. A 
telegram announcing the suspension cof 
Thomas is said to have been received 
here a few days after the departure of 
that official for the East. 

There is mystery as to the nature of 
the charges against Thomas. Chariton 
declines to discuss them. He says his 
tongue is tied by the rules of the de- 
partment. He is performing the rou- 
tine duties of the office. 

The suspension of Thegnas is attrib- 


intendent of forest reserves in Southern 
California, who had troubles of his ow » 
a little over a year ago, and who, when 
the Forestry Bureau was transferred 
from the Interior to the Agricultura! 
Department, was dropped with a dull, 
sickening thud. 

Allen had some uncomfortable mo- 
ments during the inve#tigation of the 
Benson-Hyde land-fraud scandals, and 
it is said he was made to squirm by 
disclosures by Thomas, who at one time 
was Allen's clerk, and who later be 
came forest supervisor. 

There was bad blood between the tw 
men, and Allen, when he was dropped 
from the government service, ia said t» 
have boasted that he would have the 
scalp of Thomas. 

It is declared now that Allen has su 
ceeded in producing the charges upon 
which Thomas was suspended. 

Friends of Thomas declare, however, 
that he has an uneullied record in the 
discharge of his duties: that he will te» 
able to demonstrate his fitness for his 
position to the satisfaction of the au 
thorities at Washington, and that he 
will return shortly to resume his plac». 

In the presentation of his case at 
Washington it is net probable thar 
Thomas will have the benefit of any 
political support from Congreseman 
MeLachian of this district, and of 
United States Senator Flint, both of 
whom are said to be unfriendly to th:

CHINESE MYSTERIOUSLY SAVED 
FROM DEPORTATION. 


— ͥ — 
Poor, Friendless Old Jailbird Re- 
Precious Decument That 


This is the true tale of the liberation 
of a poor old vagrant from bondage, as 
by a stra¢e from the heavens. 

Leung Tune, aged Chinese vegetable 
peddier, a criminal by the construction 
of California law, an egal inhabitant 
according to the statutes of the United 
States, half-insane, in the Judgment of 
physicians, and already with limit ex- 
pired upon his deportation sentence, 
has been rescued by secret friends in 
San Francisco, and will suffer no pen- 
ality of deportation, no penitentiary, no 
asylum. 

His case wil) probably form a prece- 
dent in the findings of Federal judges, 
since his fate is already sealed, and the 
case must be reopened by mutual con- 
sent on both sides before any reversal 
can be obtain: 

More peculiar. «ven, is the absolutely 
free condition in which Tune will be 
left after the edict of compulgory trans- 
portation has been revoked. He was 
already a criminal in the eyes of the 
law, charged with theft; but the de- 
portation verdict invalidated any other 
prosecution for all time. In addition, 
Ais feeble mentality rendered him la- 
ble to prosecution upon an insanity 
complaint, but the sentence of removal 
from the country was a cloak that 
covered every fault of soul and body. 
The whole affair, which came to a 
surprising conclusion yesterday, sets at 
variance the opinions of two jurists as 
well. 

The old man was arrested more than 
a month ago by police officers for steal- 
ing Chinese certHicates of registration. 
He said that he owned no certificate 
himself—had had it, but had lost it— 
claimed no friendships, had in his old 
age sundered himeelf from all the al- 
liances of his youth, and therefore was 
before the law without claim to mercy. 
Notwithstanding his darkening mind, 
which is evident in much of his doings, 
Tune still possessed some of the com- 
mercial slyness that characterized 
Bret Harte's celebrated Chinaman, for 
he stole one certificate and made its 
trembling owner pay $12 for its return. 
Another certificate, which he is al- 
leged to have stolen, and concerning 
the taking of which there has been 
much excellent proof, has never been 
found, and could Ks innocent owner 
not have unearthed proof of long resi- 
dence, he, too, would have stood tn im- 
mediate danger of unwarranted depor- 
tation. Just what Tune did with it, if 
he really did take it, the authorities 
know not; perhaps he chewed it up and 
swallowed it, to destroy incriminating 
evidence. 

At any rate, Tune was overwhelmed 
with abundant proof of his first shady * 
transaction, and appearances indicate 
that he was just attempting another 
deal in yellow frenzied fina . 

The old fellow was in a fair way to 
receive a heavy sentence, when Police 
Justice Austin, before whom he was 
given his Gret hearing. decided that a 
Chinese certificate is not valuable prop- 
erty—hence Tune was not a thief. 

In direet opposition to this ruling 
wae the decision of United States Dis- 
trict Judge Wellborn, given about the 
same time. holding Chinese certificates 
as an article of considerable value, 
therefore making the purioining of 
one a prison offense. While of no con- 
sequence to a Caucasian, to a Mongo- 
lian a certificate te the title to liberty, 
the pursuit of happiness and the white 
devil's dollar, for without this innocent 
bit of paper he cannot remain in this 
country. 

So, although old Tune was not jiable 
to a criminal action, according to the 
verdict of Justice Austin, he was at 
once taken care of by the Federal offi- 
cers, and with a company of others of 
his race was gathered into the County 
Jail to await investigation of his cit- 
igenship. His affair was quickly dis- 
posed of when it came to a hearing, 
and he was formally sentenced to be 
removed from this country. He made 
no plea for mercy. 

Just one week ago the formal ten 
days fixed by law for possible revoca- 
tion of the deportation sentence ex- 
pired, and all that Tune remained in 
this county for was the will of the 
United States Marshal, whose time was 
d taken up that he could not accom- 
pany his heathen charges to San Fran- 
cisco. 

Vesterday. astonishing as a shower 
in a Southern California midsummer, 
came Tunes cértificate of registration 
from San Francisco, sent by friends 
whose identity remains concealed and 
forever will remain concealed—rmen 
who have worked desperately for weeks 
to save this friendless old creature to 
hie humble littl business, and who 
have doubtless spent much money to 
recover it. Their agents are Attorney 
Worley of San Francisco and Attorney 
RR. M. Marble of San Francteco. 

Tune does not know what they have 
done. He is still in the County Jal! be- 
moaning the forced abandonment of 
his simple vocation, and counting the

Just how his plight was discovered, 
and how the mysterious ones have 
worked for his rescue is puzsling all 
the Unfted States officials. So far as 
they have been able to discover Tune 
had not one intimate in Southern Cal- 
iformmia. He boasts that he didn’t, in a 
spirit of melancholy pride. and no one 
has ever been known to ask about bim 
or even show interest enough to tele- 
phone concerning his case. Little pab- 
licity was given it in the papers, 
yond a mere passing mention of his 
arrest at the police headquarters, and 
for the matter of deportation—all the 
papers have long since abandoned pub- 
lication of ‘this mass of Cantonese 
nomenclature. 

Yet his tong was working, working 
in a Way more remarkable than has 
ever been exemplified in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and this certificate, in all prob- 
ability stolen years ugo as Tune stole 
the other men's, was dug up somewhere 
in that creepy mage, the San Francisco 
Chinatown, under the threatening 
words of the hatchet men, Chitt@ge se- 
cret service agents.

Paris. 

“TI have been surprised to find so 
many of my countrymen here,” sald M. 
Robert Dupeney of Paris, France, at 
the Westminster yesterday. M. Dupe- 
ney is a member of the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies, being a representative 
from the Department of the Loire In- 
ferieure. He has been making a tour 
of the United States, both for pleasure 
and as a student.

BUSINESS. 


Weakness in the Chicago wheat 
market began with the opening and in- 
creased to the close, when July was 
quoted at 86/4. A dead level of dull- 
ness prevailed in the New York stock 
market. The close was fairly steady. 
The feature of the bond market was 
the strength and activity of the Japa- 
nese 4/28. 


HE PEACE OUTLOOK. 

The indications relative to the 
movement for peace between Japan 
and Russia are somewhat less favor- 
able to peace than they were two or 
three days ago. But no serious hitches 
in the programne have occurred, and 
while the outlook is less hopeful, it is 
by no means hopeless. 

Apparently, neither side has very 
great faith in the success of the move- 
ment inaugurated at Washington. 
Both Russia and Japan are probably 
siavere in their expressed desires for 
the closing of the war, but the agree- 
ment upon terms is still a long way 
of. Russia is suspitious that the 
Japanese demands will be excessive-— 
that is, that they will be greater than 
a conquering nation has a right to ask. 
This suspicion will necessarily con- 
tinue until the Japanese terms of peace 
shall have been disclosed. 

It is becoming evident that Japan is 
not ready to talk peace at the present 
juncture, but would rather go ahead 
hammering her enemy. This is in- 
dicated by the forward movements of 
Oyama. He is commander in the field, 
and in the absence of instructions to 
stay his hand ne has no alternative 
but to go on with the fighting. The 
fact that he is doing this very thing 
indicates that he has received no in- 
structions from Tokio to suspend hos- 
tilities. It is needless to say that in 
the absence of such instructions he ‘s 
not only justified in continuing hostil- 
ities, but it is his duty to do go. 

Of course it is to be hoped, in the 
interests of humanity and for the sake 
of both contending nations, that a 
way may speedily be found out of 
present difficulties, which will lead to 
the conclusion of peace. But the fact 
must be recognized that there are yet 
many obstacles to be overcome before 
the beneficent realization of peace can 
be accomplished. 


NEMIES OF LABOR. 

It has always been insisted upou 
by The Times that the worst enemies 
of labor are the men whom unionisis 
persisi in regarding as their friends 
the walking dlegates, the business 
agents, and the organizers, who are 
continually fomenting strikes and stir- 
ting up all manner of strife, for which 
the rank and file of the unions are 
obliged to pay dearly in the end, in 
loss of work and ioss of wages. 

The correctness of this point of view 
has ofien been demonstrated. It was 
demonstrated in a most striking man- 
ner in the career of Sam Parks of New 
York, who for some years bled the 
anions and contractors, calling out in 
strikes the men who were foolish 
enough to trust him, and afterward 
exacting from their employers large 
amounts of money for “calling off” the 
strike. Parks was finally caught in his 
career of crime, and was sent to the 
penitentiary, where he ought to have 
been sent some years sooner. But 
where one trades-union grafter is ov2r- 
taken of justice, dozens escape detec- 
tion and succeed in getting away with 
their swag. 

From ihe peginning of the teams- 
tere’ strike in Chicago there were in- 
dications in plenty that grafters were 
at work. But the proof was not forth- 
coming until John C. Driscoll’s testi- 
mony was brought before the grand 
jury. Driscoll has been the inter- 
mediary between the employers and 
the teamsters’ union in Chicago for 
four years past, and he knows a grect 
deal about the subject which forms the 
basis of his testimony. He has already 
revealed enough “io implicate nearly 
every prominent labor leader of the 
teamsters in graft charges of every 
sort.” He does not make vague and 
unprovable charges, but his testimony 
is supported by documentary evidence 
which leaves no doubt as to its truth- 
fulness. 

The testimony of Driscoll reveals a 
condition of things utterly vicious and 
demoralizing, in which extortion an! 
blackmall predominate. He goes into 


details, giving names, dates, and sums | 


extorted from different employers, 
either for calling off strikes or fer 
preventing the calling of strikes. Ac- 


cording to Driscoil'’s statements, the | 
blackmallers | 


“fees paid the union 
ranged frum $100 to thousands of do- 
jars, the aggregate being about $80,00). 
In partial corroboration of Drisco!i's 


testimony is that of a unionist con- 


nected with the present strike, who 
gave details of the “orgy” at a resort 
known as the Kentucky Home, when 
the teamsters’ strike was planned, the 
chief purpose being ito force the pay- 
ment of $30,000 by Montgomery Ward 
& Co., te have the strike called off.” 
At a casual glance it is evident that 
the interests of law and justice um- 
peratively demand the fullest inves- 
tigation of these charges, and the pun- 
ishment of those found guilty of ex- 
tortion or other crimes. The indus- 
tries of the country have been too long 
blei by the operations of these para- 
sites, who breed trouble only that they 
may thrive at the expense of others. 
The astounding revelations already 


gree the conditions of industrial unrest 
which have prevailed in that city far 
the past few years. They show that 
the unionists of Chicago have been 
mace the dupes of their false leaders 
to a greater extent, even, than had 
been suspected. 

The fact has deen frequently pointed 
out in these columns as above stated, 
that the unscrupulous leaders of or- 
ganized labor are the worst enemies 
of those whom they profess to_repre- 
sent. Without doubt, the probing 
about to be undertaken in Chicago will 
reveal anew the truth of this position. 
The fault lies principally with the ill- 
advised men who permit their judgment 
to be warped and their sense of right 
to be perverted by the specious pleas 
of these so-called leaders who as- 
sume to represent labor only that they 
may prey upon it. 

So long as the members of unions 
refuse to think for themselves, and 
follow blindly the dictation of dis- 
honest and upscrupulous leaders, so 
long must they expect to be misrep- 
resented, duped, robbed and otherwise 
imposed upon. Men who relinquish 
their own initiative and sign away 
their manhood are not to be pitied 
when they suffer the natural and in- 
evitable consequences of their foolish- 
ness and weakness. As for employers 
who weakly submit to extortion, they 
will learn in good time, perhaps, that 
by so doing they only encourage a 
crime which grows by what it feeds 
on, and can be suppressed only by vig- 
orous, manly, straightforward opposi- 
tion and defiance. 

Present indications are that there 
will soon be several Sam Parks imi- 
tators who will “go over the road” 
from Chicago in the near future. Let 
no guilty an escape. 


HE RISE OF PAUL MORTON. 

The new fig:re how looming up 
portentously and with gigantic pro- 
portions in the financial world, was 
recently vice-president of the Santa Fé 
railway system, is the present Sec- 
retary of the Navy in the President's 
Cabinet, has just been placed at the 
head of the $50,000,000 New York Sub- 
way, and wa; last week elected to the 
chairmanship of the Equitable Life 
Association with policies in force ex- 
ceeding a billion of dollars. 

Of commanding presence physical. 
ly, of large brained mentality, in the 
prime of manhood with but 48 years 
behind him, son of Cleveland's Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, Sterling Morton, 
this new aspirant among the fiscal 
kings of New York has neither inor- 
dinate wealth nor a record of remark- 
able achievements in any of the ave- 
nues which conduct the ambitious to 
financial leaderhip. But a few 
months ago he was comparatively un- 
known except in a narrow circle of 
railway officials; now there is no name 
more frequently spoken in bank par- 
lors and corporations, boards of di- 
rectors, or the subject of more fre- 
quent mention in news paragraphs and 
editorials than that of this new 
meteoric genius of the monetary 
world, Paul Morton. 

It is natural that he should be the 
subject of much speculation as to the 
cause of his sudden rise to promi- 
nence and power in the world of 
finance, a world in which men usually 
rise by slow degrees, and along beaten 
pathways. The cause of his phenom- 
enal advancement is by no means su- 
perficial; it lies below the surface and 
is perceived by but few. There are 
vast interests jostiing each other in 
railway, industrial, banking and in- 
surance corporations, and although in- 
surance is mentioned last in this cate- 
gory, it is because it was last in de- 
velopment to large proportions. But 
its overshadowing importance has of 
late come to be fully recognized, and 
the recent stir and flurry in the Equit- 
able Life is évidence that a depositary 
of funds which reckons its income by 
hundreds of millions of dollars cannot 
be regarded an insignificant factor 
in the world of finance. 

To Insure the perpetuity of this vast 
fund, to enable it to make adequate 
earnings, so that it may meet enor- 
mous drafts for the payment of life 
policies, it must be judiciously in- 
vested. Where can it be safely 
loaned? Who wants such a mint of 
money? All the great corporations of 
whatever nature are constantly in need 
of more money to carry on their ever- 
expanding business operations, and all 
are anxious to become customers of 
the great life insurance companies. 

This was an anomalous situation only 
a few years ago— an institution over- 
whelmed with money, and earnestly 
secking channels for investment. Even 
the clear-headed financiers were slow 
to grasp this new phase of financing. 
But at length they did realize it and 
then some of the more astute began 
scheming to get at this perennial 
stream of revenue. 


The representatives of the trunk line 
railways controlled by Gould of the 
Wabash and Missouri Pacific, by Har- 
riman of the Union and Southern Pa- 


cific, by Hill of the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific, by Depew of 
the New York Central, by Cassatt of 
the Pennsylvania, by Robert Lincoln 
of the Pullman Company, and by Van 
Horne of the Canadian Pacific, were 
in the Equitable directorate and com 


made at Chicago explain in some de- 


peting for a share of its seeminglr 
inexhaustible fund for each of their 
respective interests. The chiefs of 
the great industrialse—the United 
States Steel, and the Colorado Fuet 
and tron, and of the big banking and 
trust companies of New York were 
also among the directors. 

The other two monster life com- 
paniés, the New York and the Mutual, 
with incomes comparable to that of 
the Equitable, are also managed by 
boards containing some of these and 
other well-known names in the world 
of finance. What more natural than 
that this keen competition should en- 
gender internal and externa! strife 
and friction. This is precisely what 
has happened in the Equitable’s at- 
fairs. 

Two railway factions, headed re- 
spectively by Harriman and Gould, 
have been heavy borrowers, and each 
wanted more. Harriman has recently 
been in the market for a new bond 
issue of $100,000,000, and Gould has 
lately succeeded in placing $50,000,000 
for the construction of his Western 
Pacific Railway. But August Belmont, 
financier of the New York Subway, and 
Thomas F. Ryan, czar of the surface 
roads and of interurban gas com- 
panies, desire to borrow large sums 
for contemplated extensions of their 
gigantic enterprises; and J. P. Mor- 
gan and confreres, coéperating with 
them, are also desirous of borrowing 
$50,000,000 to inaugurate a system of 
subways in Chicago. 

Bearing these facts in mind we be- 
gin to get an intelligent glimpse of 
the significance of recent moves on 
the financial chess board. Paul Mor- 
ton has shown notable aptitude in 
managing the Santa Fé Railway 
finances, and has kept in friendly 
touch with certain strong men in the 
Equitable Association. Ryan and Wid- 
ener, promoters of electric interurban 
interests in New York and other large 
cities, have felt the magnetism of 
Morton's personality, and, in response 
to the genera] conviction that the sit- 
uation needs that new factor in the 
field of gigantic finance—a “harmon- 
izer,” all have united upon this new 
man who, besides having this 
qualification, is also backed by solid 
experience, has shown executive abil- 
ities of a high order, demonstrated 
his mastery of men, has the capac- 
ity to bring warri interests into 
harmonious cooperation. It is a 
unique function and our new financial 
magnate has been selected by the 
powers who control these great mone- 
tary affairs to fill it. Who can pre- 
dict his future career?

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) May 26, 1905.— 
[To the Editor of The Times:] I Send 
you today in small tin box samples 
said to be tin ore.” I am not a chem- 
ist and cannot find the values of such. 
The ore is from near Patterson's Peak, 
in the southern part of this State, Will 
you please describe the ores and give 
me some facts on tin ores, with test 
for the metal. Yours truly, 

A. W. R. 

Answer: Two samples received. One 
of them, at sight, might be taken as 
wood-tin, but if lacks the luster. This 
specimen. ie of tron (broWn-black) 
color, and resembie- a flattened kid- 
ney. By using the file thereon a yel- 
low-brown powder is obtained. The 
specimen, broken, shows a brown-yel- 
low band in center, which yellow is - 
monite (hydrated iron oxide.) The 
hardness of this sample is 4.6. Brit- 
tle. Structure, somewhat renlform. 
Fracture, hackly. Density, 41. B. B. 
infusible, Such ore is known as “Goth- 
ite” in mineralogy, and in formula one 
of the iron hydroxides, 

Your second sample has a sub-me- 
tallic luster and is black in color, 
streak biack-brown: hardness 6.1: of 
short, columnar hebit; monoclinic in 
crystallization, massive in structure. 
Density 7.3. KR. B., fuses to a magnetic 
button. The specimen is a good 
of Wolframite (tungstate of iron and 
manganese.) and resembles that from 
near Osceola, Nev. 

Wolframite and hubnerite (the lat- 
ter being a manganese tungstate) are 
not so ensily affected by acids as 
scheelite ‘(calcium tungstate:) the lat- 
ter in hydrochloric acid, with slight 
boiling, gives the yellow powder known 
as tungstic acid. It is well to use 
aqua-regia (a mixture of one fluid 
ounce of nitric acid with two or three 
fluld ounces of hydrochloric acid) on 
tungstates, other than scheelite, and 
as follows: Powder the mineral fine: 
place a little of it in a small porcelain 
evaporating dish, cover the powder 
with aqua regia and let the mixture 
boll slowly for an hour and a half; if, 
by this treatment, yellow tungsten tri- 
oxide separates out (tungstic acid) 
you will know that you probably have 
a tungstate ore; positively so, if the 
yellow powder is soluble in aqueous 
ammonia; and further, tungstic acid 
ic not soluble in dilute hydrochloric 
acid. 

Tin ores puzzle the boys in the hills 
at all times. When they start out, 
very often, a friend gives them a sam- 
ple of tin ore, and in all good faith 
the gift is taken as represented. Usual- 
ly the given sample is magnetite, 
somewhat altered to hematite; again, 
the given specimen is Wolframite, hub- 
nerite, or weathered silverite (iron 
carbonate.) It is a fact at the pres- 
ent time, with known deposite of tin 
ores in the United States which in 
pockets would pay to mine, there is 
no production reported to the United 
States Geological Survey. Probably 
three tons, In all, of stream tin and 
cassiterite were shipped during 1994, 
the greater portion from near Oreville. 
Ss. D., with 100 pounds only from Call- 
fornia. 

“Mineral Resources, 1903," shows as 
follows: “As in former years, there 
was no commercial production of tin 
from domestic ores in the United 
States during the year 1998, although 


many hundred tons of metallic tin and 


chemical salts of tin, chiefly the chio- 
rides, have been obtaineg by the chem- 
ical or electrolytic treatment of new 
scrap from tin-can and fruit-tin 
factories.” 

The Tinton Tin Company of South 
Dakota is concentrating tin ores and 
shipping the product to Europe, where 
it is smelted. The American Tin Plate 
Company contemplated the erection 
of a suitable smelter three years ago 
for treatment of domestic ores. 

Caassiterite ia found im veina, and when 
pure shows 78.6 per cent. metal. At 
the Sally Cavanaugh mine, near Ore- 
ville, 8. D., are two parallel veins, 
the crystals of which (cassiterite) will 
average over % per cent. tin. These 
veins face about fifteen inches wide, 
and twelve feet high is in sight, but 
no one knows what, if any, per cent. 
would be found if a cross-cut tunnel 
were to enter on these two almost per- 
pendicular lends, or a shaft sunk there- 
on.

not found with limestone. “Tin gran- 
ite’ always has quantities of white 
mica intermixed. Greisen (a nular 
quartz, coarse-grained, mi with 


such mica) is the country rock in 
which ores of tin are found, and such 
rock should be prospected carefully. 
Associated mineral will be obtained 
also, such as mica, topaz, fluorite, ape- 
tite, tourmaline, Wolframite, mispickel, 
hubnerite, molybdenite, garnet, bery'!, 
sapphire, and so forth. 
TESTS FOR TIN. 

Powder the ore. Place a chunk of 
charcoal on a small support, such as 
an ink bottle, piece of brick. or piece 
of tron pipe (the latter three inches 
long and one and a half inches in dlam- 
eter, set on end, makes a useful arti- 
cle with the blowpipe and charcoal.) 
Gouge a little of the charcoal, So as 
to permit placing in a small hollow, a 
little of the powdered ore mixed with 
carvonate of soda, to which add a very 
small quantity of potassium cyanide. 
When all is ready light your alcohol 
lamp. with the blowptpé play the flame 
over the ore and flux; keep all in fu- 
sion for five minutes. Allow the mass 
to cool, then with a knife point scrape 
out the fluzed mass into a Small mor- 
tar, pulverize contents and concentrate 
with small pan. If tin be in the ores 
you will find in your concentrate the 
metal, in small globular and flattened 
shapes. It is well to advise that a 
sulphide of tin (tin pyrite) often mis- 
taken for an ore of copper, known as 
“bell metal ore” and carrying as h 
as 30 per cent. tin, will be occasionally 
found. In all probability unknown 
true ores of tin will in the near future 
be found therewith. It is well de- 
scribe this ore and give test f the 
metal therein, as follows: Stannite 
(Zinnkies) of a gray-steel color in fresh 
fracture, streak black, 3.5 to 3.7 in 
hardness. Brittle; density 42 to 45; 
crystallization isometric and maasive 
in structure. Weathers bronze-yellow. 
B. B., fuses to a non-malleadle button. 
Powdered, and natric acid used as a 
solvent, sulphur and stannic oxide (di- 
oxide of tin) separates out. The nitric 
acid solution of this ore gives a blue 
solution, owing to copper contents. The 
separated powder from the solution B. 
H., with soda fuses to a globule and 
coats the coal with white oxide of 
tin (so does cassiterite.) From the glob- 
ule a button of metallic tin is obtained 
(as with cassiterite.) Copper, zinc 
and iron are in com with tin 
in stannite.

REENE COPPER 
PAYS DIVIDEND. 


TOTAL SUM APPROACHES THREE- 
MILLION MARK. 
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President's Report Shows the Com- 
pany to be in e dient Condition. 
Price of Copper to be Maintained. 
Reduction in Tax and Coal Deal 
Effect Saving. 


President W. C. Greene of the Greene 
Consolidated Copper Company has is- 
sued a circular letter to the stock- 
holders in which he shows that the 
condition of the company is all that 
can be desired and that the outlook 
for the future is better than ever. 
The twelfth dividend was ordered by 
the directors on the Grd inst. The 
amount was $345,600; at the rate of 4# 
cents per share, making the company's 
total payments to date $2,812,000. Pay- 
ment is to be made on the 20th. 
The production of copper at Cananea 
during May was 5,899,000 pounds, with 
38,970 ounces of silver and 292 ounces 
of gold, as ty-products. During the 
same month 8,869,000 pounds of copper 
were sold at an average price of 14.937 
cents a pound. This represented pra~- 
tically the amount of copper on hand 
unsold. The price was slightly leas 
than what was received at the last 
previous sale, but President Greene 
says there is every indication that the 
price will remain about 15 cents for 
the balance of the year. 

The president states that satisfac- 
tory progress is being made on the 
reverbatory furnace and ore bedding 
plant. The railroad to the concentra- 
tor is to be finished in July, while 
the remodeling of section A of the con- 
centrator is to be completed in August. 
Material for the seventy-four new flue 
Tanners to be installed early in Sep- 
tember, is mostly on the ground and 
these are expected to materially in- 
crease the capacity of the concentra- 
tor. besides making a cleaner extrac- 
tien of copper from the tailings u 
comparatively little increase in cost. 
The tonnage of the Veta Grande has 
been greatly increased by the raising 
through of another compartment on the 
main hoist of the shaft and the re- 
timbering and enlargement of the sta- 
tion. Sinking has been resumed on 
the shaft. 

From the sixth level of the Capote 
No. 10 shaft, the body of concentrat- 
ing ore encountered by the diamond 
drill some months past, has deen 
opened on two levels, showing a large 
body of fine concentrating ore averag- 
ing 5% per cent. in copper.

Great interest is being created in the 
coming Sunday-school Musical Insti- 
tute.
